JAMES BLACKBURN,
NATIONAL TREASURY.

New York, May 11—The unsatisfactory
cendition of the United States treasury is
discussed in leading eastern papers this
wmorning. [t appears undeniable that di-
minished rectiptsand increased expenditures
threaten a reduction of the estimated $30,-
000,000 surplus to one-half that amouut, if
it is pot wiped eut altogether. The Sun
abows that the £11,000,000 deficiency ol
gold in the treasury since the administra-
tion came in_is accounted for by the in-
creased amount of gold on deposit in New
York banks. Amother suggestive fact is
that the smount of silver dollars and bullion
in the treasury over and above outstanding
oertiticates, has increased during the last
two months from £46, 168,399 to 855,811,978.
Of this increase only about $4,800,000 is
due to the coiuage of silver dollars required
by law, leaving but $5,000,000 in excess of
Feceipts of silver over disbursmeuts in the
regular course of business.

cannot forgive Gladstone for yielding, after
his passionate orations and enormous pre-
parstions, Thereal secret of the back-down
was gross miscalculations concerning the in-
tentions of the ameer. That the ameer sold
England there is little doubs, and it is now
gravely discussed whether the ameer is nit
a Russian agent, and whether it is not use-
less to denl with him. The latest develope-
ment to-night regarding the Anglo-Russian
complication indicate the abandonment of
even the so-called arbitration. which ha
been vaunted as an honorable mode of cuv-
ering England’s retreat.
RUSSIA'S POLICY.
Russia, in fact, scores every point in the
game. While pretending to negotiate, she
occupies ebated terrtory. Pledging her-
self on March 16, not to advance, and de-
claring that she had ordered her generals to
avoid a conflict, shie let loose General Kom-
aroff and slaughtered the Afghans. Requir-
ed to apologize, she refused. Asked to ar-
bitrate on the Penjdeh incidenf, she has
consented to refer, not the Penjdeh incident,
but the interpretation of the agreement.
Such reference can have no practical result.
It canuot deprive her of one foot of territory
nor distnrb the immense prestige she has
won in Asia, and also in Euvrope. She re-
fures to pledge herself not 1o advance to
Herat, or bayond the frontier now to be
drawn almost exactly on the Lessar line
No wonder there is dismay in India and dis-
gust in England. The recall of Sir Peter
Lums?en, though probable not demanded
by Russin, is sure to be considlered in Asin
a8 one more visable token of the Russian
triumph. It is not the less triumph becanse
won by fragrant peifily, nor is immediate
peacs guite certain, nor permanent peace
probable. §What England gains is a reprieve.
What Rassia gains, besides everything else,
is time to complete railways to the frontier.
ENGLAND'S INTERNAL FORCES.
New Yorx, May 11.—The Sun’s London
special eays: Excitement at political clabs
is at fever heat to-night, and the *‘whips"
of both parties are making the most strenn-
ous efforts to bring out their respective
strength, in view of the gauntlet of hustile
motions which must be run by the. govern-
ment this week. First to be encountered is
the motion of re on ut of the
lweretched bungling of the Sondun business..
This, although moved by Sir Stafford North-
cote, is really the motion of Lord George
Hamilton, and it is to be debated to-morrow
The government only escaped defeat last
week on a similar motion by the slender
mujority of fourteen, and many counts have
since been added to the indictment.  Next
comes Tuesday's amendment of Sir L. Mas-
sey Lopez, provided that the cost of the new
registry shall be charged to the treasury iu-
stend of the local rates. I the government
survive these shocks, it will have o face a
bitter attack led by Sir Micheal Bass, in the
inturest of the beer and spirit trade, and in
npposition to the increased duties provided
by the budget. If the ministers encounter
sigual defeat on any one of these measures
they will immediately disselve pariiament.

GLADSTONE ATTACKED.

Loxpox, May 1l.—Granville, in the
house of lords this afternoon, replying to an
interrogatory put by Marquis Saliabury,
conservative leader, sail the government
was unable at present to make any state.

ployes until the end of the tiseal year with-
out pay. Now it appears that several other
specific appropriations are in a like condi-
tion of exhaunstion, amdl many mioor
branches of work must be temporarily sus-
pended.

A HORDE OF LOCUETS,

Wasurseron, May 12.—Professor V. C.
Riley entomologists of the agricultural de-
partment says the country will soon be
vigited by two great broods  of locusts of
the seventesn and thirteem warieties, and
that this will ba the first time in 221 years
that they have appeared in comjuapction.
They will not prove very destructive and
the injury they do will probably be contined
to froit trees. Their visitation will be pro-
longed uutil late in July.

NOT A CENT MISSING.
Wasamsaros, May 12. —The count of
moneys and securities in the United States
treasury is completed. Everything was
fonnd in a satisfactory condition, and the
reports of ex-Trewsurer Wyman proved in
every instance.

PACIFIC COAST.

IDATIO MASS MEETING.

Lewisrox, May 10—At a mass mesting
of citizens of northern Iduho a¢ Lewiston en
Friday, there wns an animated iliscussion of
the return of Chief Joseph and hostile Nex
Perces from Indian territory to the Lapwai
reservation. The sentiment of the Idaho
zounty delegation was unanimonsly agaiunst
the proposal to retara. A prolonged dis-
cussion resulted in the appointment of a
committee Lo draft resolutions. A pream-
ble and resolutions were presented last
night, and an adjourned meeting unani-
mously endorsed the final resolntion, as
followa: ;

Resolved, That the sentiment of this com-
munity is unanimously opposed to the re-
turn to Idaho, or any part of the northwest,
of hostile Nez Perces, now in Indian territo-
ry, unless accempanied by a permanent ma-
litia force of sufficient strength to maintain
peace and protect the frontier setslements
boardering on the Nez Perce reservation.

Copies of the resolution were furwarded
to the secretary of the interior and the In-
dian commissioner, and citizens request
their jpublication through the associated
press.

MORMANS RESIST THE LAW.,

Savr Lake, May 11.—A lotter dated the
10th, received to-night from Oxferd, Idaho,
says: ‘‘The greatest excitement prevails at
Bear Lake. On the 5th warrants were
placed in the hands of three deputy mar-
shals for the arrest of eight polygamists at
and around Paris. Nothing was heard from
the matter here until this morning, when
telegrams anneuncing the fact that the po-
lygamists were all correlled in the meeting
house at Paris, under protection of un armed
guard of brethren on the ontside, were re-
ceived. The deputy marshils who attempted
to make_the arrests wers marched ont of
Paris by an armed mob, who threatened
that they will kill any one who attempta to
serve A warragt. Marshal Fred. DuBois,
upon receipt of the news, immediately tele-
graphed Superintendent Blackensderfer at
Pocatello, and chartered a special train to
convey himself "and posse to Montpeliar,
from which puivt he will reach Puris about
5 P. M. to-day, (Sunday). Marshal DaBois'
reputation for courage and discretion is all
the guaranty the people of Idabo need. that
